Purpose: Provides bank loan guarantees, loans and 
contributions to individual Eskimos, groups, co- 
operatives and majority-owned companies to enable 
the establishment or expansion of commercial 
enterprises in the economic development of the N.W.T. 
Loans are available up to $250,000 (maximum 15 
years) although this may be exceeded with the 
approval of the Treasury Board. There is no prescribed 
limit for contributions, each case to be decided on its 
merits.

The travel and exchange program is designed to help 
Canadians understand the diversity of their country. It 
encourages them to meet people from other regions 
and learn about their many social and cultural 
traditions, thus furthering the development of Canadian 
unity and identity.

Social Housing 


To provide adequate housing for low-income families 
at rates they can afford. 


a) Public Housing. Rent for units built by the 
Corporation under the National Housing Act is based 
on total household income and follows a graduated 
rental scale to maximum rent. On completion of 
construction the project is turned over to a local 
housing association or authority to manage and 
operate. 


b) Northern/Territorial Housing. These units were built 
before the Corporation was formed in 1974. The 
minimum rent now $28 per month and maximum 
$130 per month are set by the federal Treasury 
Board. Between these amounts the Public Housing 
Rental Scale applies. These units are available to 
tenants under a rental-purchase scheme. 

Management and operation is again by the local 

housing association/authority. 






Senior Citizens’ Accommodation 


To provide adequate housing for senior citizens at rent 
according to the Social Housing scale. 
Accommodation is available for elderly persons 
capable of self-care as well as persons requiring 
personal care. These projects also are operated and 
administered by the local housing association which 
allocates accommodation on the basis of need. 
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Single Persons’ Accommodation 


To provide housing accommodation for single persons 
where other adequate accommodation is not available. 
Rent for units built under Section 43 of the NHA 
follows the public housing scale; economic rent if 
charged for units built under NHA programs. These 
projects are administered by the local housing 
association or municipal councils. 


Small Settlement Home Assistance Grant 


To assist in meeting the housing needs of families 
living in designated small settlements. A once-in-a- 
lifetime grant of up to $10,000 is available for the 
purchase and transportation of housing components. 
Technical assistance and advice are also provided. 
The applicant is required to provide framing for the 
house out of locally available materials, such as logs, 
and the Corporation provides materials necessary for 
completion. 


Small Settlement Shelter Grant 

To assist in meeting the housing needs of families 
living in designated areas of the Northwest Territories 
above the treeline where there is no government 
subsidized Rental Housing and where home-ownership 
is feasible. A once-in-a-lifetime grant of up to $10,000 
is available for the purchase and transportation of a 
manufactured basic housing package. The Corporation 
also provides advice on working drawings for the 
house and will order the manufactured housing 
package. 


Rural and Remote Housing 

To assist lower income families who cannot otherwise 
qualify for home-ownership to purchase or build 
modestly-priced houses. Home owners who build 
under this program are involved from the initial stages 
of design to the final stage of construction through co- 
operative effort. Down payments are kept to a j 
minimum and monthly payments are approximately 
25% of adjusted income. 


Interim Financing 
To assist members of building co-operatives, short- 
term loans are available to purchase land, labour and 
materials after mortgage approval but before advances 
are received. Interest is calculated at the NHA rate for 
direct lending at the time of application. 
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
